The second ice- 
ion dashed into them with terrific force, 
•ompletely «masblng tho two coaches, 
ojurlng from 35 to 40 men and killing a 
lumber outright. Tho bodies of five 
lave already been recovered and twelve 
nen are still missing 
The wounded are 


low-being cared for at the depots of 
Florence, Coal Creek and Canon City. 
PhYiicians arc in attendance.

Fact that a wreck occurred near Canon

come nearest to the deml monde are still 
well mannered Certain -princ* ti «"d 
great ladies, who have no particular rep 
ntatlons to boast of, even shun tbe coarse 
conversation of tbe f»blonable English 
set. they use all tbe ddieattite of the 
French language to veil their vice 
1 hey do not call a spade a spade.
